School Meets with Pop-
ular Approval

When the Department of the In

| terior in Washington issued the order
restoring footbull as s sport to the

Carlisie Indian Schoel it made a move

which has won favor with all devolees

of this gripping sport.

Last year, when the Indian tearm
was torn asunder by internal dimsen-
aion and open rebellion, the Indian
Commission ordered the abolition of
football. The aborigines have long
been ons of the most picturesque
taams on the gridiron, and football
mourned s it prepared for the loas.

Stories riech in unususl incident
| might be told of the Carlisla teams.
They played the game as they lived
their lives; hard, rough snd with that
contempt for physical injury which is
traditional of their race, Nor were
cunning and trickery lacking.

Under the tutelage of Glenn War-
ner, who now is in charge of the
University of Pittsburgh football
team, Carliale School rose to ita great-
est heights on the gridiron. Until re-
cently, when the curriculum was
broadened, Carlisle did not renk
scholastically with the niajority of our
secondary schools.

Played College Teams

But only college teams were played
against by the Indians, and it was
ruled that any man who had played
for four years st Carlisle was ineligi-
ble to represent any of the colleges.
It is true, however, that moat of the
Indian players were older than the
white boys at the prep schools.

It may he that the Indian zuthorities
had & stronger motive in restoring
foothall than the desire to mee Car-
lisle represented on the gridiron. The
sport appealed to the boys. [t was
hard and rough; it possessed that ele-
ment of physical encounter that they
loved. It is characteristic of the
Indian to glory in physical prowess.
It is more than characteristic: it is
part of their very being, inbred by
centuries of life in the open. In the
old days the most successful warrior
wnn elacted chief of the tribe. The
desire to stand forth was inculcated
in every Indian boy, The warriors
stalked through the old viliages show-
ing their strings of scalps, The man
with the greatest number of buffalo
robes, witg the greatest number of
horses, was rated the richest. At Car-
